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VBT board approves David 
Mclinally as next fire chief

David Cameron Mclnally, H, who has 
spent 29 years on the Van Buren Township 
Fire Department, starting as a Fire 
Explorer, has been named the township’s 
next fire chief. 

At its regular meeting via Zoom on 
Dec. 1, the township board unanimously 
approved a personal service agreement 
with McInally to begin after the retirement 
of Fire Chief Amy Brow on Jan. 4. 

McInally’s salary will be $88,818. 

VBT Director of Public Safety Greg 
Laurain said MclInally, who currently 
serves as fire marshal, is a seasoned 
professional whose leadership, character, 
loyalty and professionalism are without 
question. Director Laurain said he has 
personally known him for 29 years and 


highly recommended MclInally for the 
position. He pointed out MclInally has had 
many awards and has three life-saving 
awards, the most recent last year on 
Belleville Road. 

Laurain said MclInally performed the 
duties of the fire chief when Brow was 
absent from October 2019 to May 2020. 
She reportedly was on medical leave. 

“Maintaining stability of the fire 
department is a top priority,” Laurain said 
pointing to McInally’s past experience as a 
fire fighter, command officer, fire marshal, 
and acting fire chief, along with years of 
service with the department. 

“Chief Brow has mentored Dave during 
her tenure and he has served in her absence 
in an exemplary manner,” he said. 

“David possesses the necessary knowledge,

Belleville offices to close between 
Christmas and New Year holidays

Belleville City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz announced at Monday’s regular 
meeting by Zoom that the city offices will 
be closed between Dec. 25 and when the 
staff will return to work after the holidays 
on Jan. 4. 

“After much discussion with office and 
maintenance staff, I have decided that 
city offices will be closed Monday, Dec. 
28; Tuesday, Dec. 29; and Wednesday, 
Dec. 30,” she explained in a memo to the 
council. 

“Closing the offices will allow for the 
building to be germ-free when we return 
to work on Monday, Jan. 4,” she wrote. 
“Verna and I are working on the plan 
to collect taxes and marihuana license 
applications that are due during this time.” 
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She referred to City Clerk Verna Chapman. 
She said Wayne County will also be 
closed during this time. 

In other business at Monday’s 50-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Affirmed the Holiday Lighting Contest 
sponsored by the City Council and asked 
Independent photographer Bob Mytych 
to go out and take pictures of the winners. 
The awards will be announced at the next 
Zoom meeting on Dec. 21; 

e Approved the Photos with Santa 
events on Dec. 12 and 19 at the Belleville 
Area Museum, sponsored by the Central 
Business Community. Van Buren Township 
is opening the closed museum especially 
for these events; 

e Approved the schedule of City Council 
/ Departmental Study Sessions, proposed

Murder case against Timothy Moore adjourned until Dec. 9

On Nov. 25, following two motions filed 
by Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Victoria Shackelford in the murder case of 
Timothy Eugene Moore, 34" District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green worked out a 
procedure to get the voluminous number 
of evidence documents to the defense 
attorney and her client without letting them 
go public. 

Shackelford’s motions asked for a 
protective order and to file all pleadings 
under seal. 

Judge Green went into a private bench 
conference with Prosecutor Shackelford 
and retained defense attorney Kristina 
Joseph to work out the details. 

Moore, 34, of Ohio is charged with 
the June 22, 2017 first-degree murder of 
Egypt Covington in Van Buren Township, 
along with home invasion, and six weapon 
charges. 

The charges were brought by the 
Michigan State Police. Officer in charge is 
MSP Detective/Sergeant James Plummer. 

Moore attended the Zoom court session 
from the Wayne County Jail where he is 
being held without bond. There were about 
63 people watching the session via You 
Tube. 

The probable cause conference was 
adjourned until 11 a.m. on Dec. 9, before 
Judge Green because of the discovery 
matters. 

She asked Prosecutor Shackelford to 
send Joseph some of the discovery to share 
with her client. Judge Green said agreeing 
to the protective order prevents any third 
parties from having access to any of these 
documents. Joseph said she agreed as long 
as her client is not defined as a third party. 
Judge Green said Moore was not a third 
party. 

“When you get the documents from your 
attorney you are not to share them with 
anybody,” Judge Green warned Moore. 

Prosecutor Shackelford said there are 
voluminous documents, from 4,000 to 
5,000 pages of documentation. She said 
she intended to begin by sending the 
interrogation of the defendant, detailed 
records and mapping with this defendant 
and 20 different lab work results. 

Judge Green said there was no intention 
of impeding the defense attorney’s ability 
to represent her client. She said if the 
prosecutor gave her all the discovery 
at once, she would have a “bowl of 
documents.” 

Judge Green said over the next two weeks 
Joseph would be able to take a bite of the 
evidence and start working through it with 
her client. 


Joe Stafford faces a second 
charge of robbing a Chase bank 


Joe Stafford, who is facing a charge 
of bank robbery at the Chase bank in 
Belleville on Nov. 7, has been charged with 
a second bank robbery, this one in Canton 
Township on Nov. 5. 

The Canton robbery also occurred at a 
Chase bank, this one located at Michigan 
Avenue and Old Canton Center Road. 

Canton police allege Stafford, 55, a 
resident of Georgia, entered the bank and 
presented a note to the teller demanding 
money, acquired an unknown amount of 
cash, and fled the scene. 

Stafford was arraigned in Plymouth’s 
35th District Court on Nov. 25 on one 
count of bank robbery, a felony punishable 
by up to life imprisonment. He was also 
charged with habitual offender, a sentence 
enhancer. 

Chief Judge Michael J. Gerou set 
Stafford’s bond at $250,000 (10%) and 
ordered a GPS tether in the event bond is 
posted. 

Stafford was set to next appear for his 
probable cause conference in the Plymouth 
court on Dec. 4, but his court-appointed 


attorney Sam Churikian said he tried to 
meet with him the day before, but at 5 p.m. 
the meeting was cancelled. 

Churikian said someone in the Wayne 
County Jail tested positive on Stafford’s 
floor and all the prisoners were locked 
down. Stafford was unable to attend the 
Plymouth court session even by Zoom. 

Judge Gerou adjourned the probable 
cause conference to 9:10 a.m. on Jan. 15 
and his preliminary exam to 11:30 a.m., 
Jan. 22. 

Churikian said he’s sure Canton police 
have video and other discovery. He 
requested a discovery order and Judge 
Gerou signed the order. 

Stafford, who is in the Wayne County 
Jail on the Belleville charge, also was in 
34" District Court in Romulus by Zoom 
on Nov. 25. His court-appointed attorney 
Churikian said he had all the paper 
discovery sent to him for that case, but 
he is waiting for fingerprints, photos from 
the bank and other pictures, so Stafford’s 
probable cause conference at 34 District 
Court was adjourned until 11 a.m., Dec. 9. 


Joseph told Judge Green that her client 
was sitting at the Wayne County Jail and, 
“My client’s life is at stake here — and his 
freedom.” 

“You will not be sitting there with nothing 
to do,” Judge Green replied. “There will be 
enough documentation for you to review.” 
She said there will be release of the 
documents and no stonewalling. 

“You will have the opportunity to 
represent your client the way that you 
should,” Judge Green said. 

“I will provide Ms. Joseph with the 
investigation report, which is already 
under seal by the court,” Shackelford said, 
noting Joseph can discuss it with her client, 
but she should send no paper to the Wayne 
County Jail. 

“I take issue with that,” Joseph said. “I 
need to provide it to my client.” 

Judge Green said Joseph could get the 
investigative report and read it to her client 
and get it later for him. 

“It is unwise to provide it to the 
defendant,’ Shackelford said, adding, 
“There is the likelihood it would make its 
way onto social media.” 

She said the document is 20 pages 
long and has information on an ongoing 
investigation. She said she would be happy 
to redact it before providing it to Joseph. 


Judge Green ordered Shackelford to give 
an unredacted copy to Joseph which she 
can read to the defendant. She also ordered 
the prosecutor to provide a redacted copy 
that Joseph could share with Moore. 

“For two weeks you both should have 
enough on your plate to move forward,” 
Judge Green said to the attorneys. 

“One bite at a time,” Judge Green said. “I 
think we can get through it.” She told the 
attorneys she would make herself available 
by Zoom to them at any time to answer 
questions on details as problems arise. 

Shackelford said she would call Joseph 
and they could work out the language for 
the protective order and submit it to the 
judge by the end of the day for her to sign. 

Joe Stafford 

The probable cause conference for Joe 
Stafford’s charge of bank robbery in 
Belleville was adjourned to 11 a.m. Dec. 
9 before Judge Green because defense 
attorney Sam Churikian said he did not 
have all the discovery. 

He said he has paper discovery, but not 
the fingerprints, photos from the bank, and 
other pictures. 

Judge Green said Belleville police officer 
in charge of the case is Kris Faull and so 
Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Jane 
Gillis said she would contact her for the 


discovery. 

Gillis said her paperwork said Officer 
Jeff Wickham is the officer in charge, but 
Judge Green said her paperwork shows a 
strike through Wickham’s name with Faull 
replacing him. She said it might be Faull 
is now a detective and is in charge of the 
case. 

[Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
explained later that it was Officer 
Wickham’s day off when the warrant 
needed to be signed and so Cpl. Faull 
signed it. He said the bank robbery is 
still Wickham’s case. Chief Robinson 
said all his officers are detectives in his 
small department because they don’t have 
enough staff to have separate detectives.] 

Stafford, 55, of Powder Springs, Georgia, 
is charged with robbing the Chase bank in 
Belleville on Nov. 7. He is being held in 
the Wayne County Jail on $10,000 bond. 

Stafford also has been charged with 
robbing another Chase bank in Canton on 
Nov. 5. 

Ervin Milton Sanders 

Ervin Milton Sanders, 59, of San Antonio, 
TX, had his probable cause conference 
before Judge Green on Nov. 25 and his 
preliminary exam was set by Zoom for 
Dec. 21. 

Sanders is charged with malicious 
destruction of fire or police property and 
aggravated domestic violence on Nov. 
14 in Van Buren Township. He is free on 
$5,000 personal bond. Henry Schneider is 
his defense attorney and Jane Gillis is the 
newly assigned Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor on the case. 

David Osmond Brown 

34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
Oakley adjourned the probable cause 
conference of David Osmond Brown, 
52, of Sumpter Township until Nov. 18. 
Brown is charged with operating while 
intoxicated, 3 offense, on June 25 in 
Sumpter Township. 

He is free on $5,000 personal bond. His 
defense attorney is Philip A. Ragan. 

On Nov. 17, his probable cause conference 
was adjourned until Dec. 2 and on Dec. 2 
defense attorney Ragan asked for another 
week. He said his client will be in Sobriety 
Court and this means the difference 
between a felony and a misdemeanor. He 
was planning to have Brown in Sobriety 
Court in 36" District Court, but later 
decided to try to get him in Sobriety 
Court in 34" District Court. Judge Oakley 
adjourned the probable cause conference 
until Dec. 16.

MJ business license 
applications open 
until 5 p.m., Jan. 1 


Although a lot of the details for granting 
marijuana industry business licenses have 
not been discussed in public meetings that 
the press has been a part of, the application 
process opened Dec. 3. It closes at 5 p.m., 
Jan. 1. 

Of course, the city offices will be closed 
from Christmas to New Year, but you 
can get the application to them in several 
ways. Find out everything about it by 
going on the city’s website and clicking on 
Departments. 

Last fall city voters approved, by about 
two to one, a new ordinance to provide for 
marijuana businesses in Belleville. 

On Thursday, Dec. 10, the planning 
commission will consider the proposed 
areas for the businesses. There’s a map on 
the website that shows an extension of the 
I-2 zoning and it’s all south of the tracks 
along and near Sumpter Road. 

The ordinance approved by voters allows 
up to 23 marijuana businesses in the city 
— which is about two square miles in size. 

The marijuana business license costs 
$100 to apply for and another $4,900 
upon approval. The license application is 
18 pages long and will take a while to fill 
out, so we imagine it will take up a lot of 
time over the holidays for those interested 
to complete. 

Belleville may turn out to be the center 
of marijuana businesses in Southeastern 
Michigan, or in this area, for sure.

Shawn Fix of Sumpter Township, one 
of those charged in the plot to kidnap the 
governor and put her on trial, was released 
from the Antrim County Jail on Nov. 10 
after posting 10% of his $250,000 bond.

At the Dec. 1 meeting of the VBT Board of 
Trustees, Trustee Reggie Miller announced 
that the Canadian Pacific Holiday Train 
would be going through Belleville on Dec. 
12 at 8 p.m. There was some discussion 
over whether it was virtual or not. 

The next day we saw on Facebook that 
Trustee Miller was announcing it as a 
virtual Holiday Train for that time and date. 

It’s called “Holiday Train at Home” and 
it will be on CP’s Facebook page. CP will 
donate $1.24 million this year to the 21 
food banks in communities that ordinarily 
host CP Holiday Train stops. That totals 
$19.05 million since the train’s inception 
in 1999. Food banks have also collected 
4.8 million pounds of food donations at 
local Holiday Train events. 

Although people along the track that 
runs through Van Buren Township and 
Belleville have been coming out to take 
pictures and enjoy the decorated train 
going by each year, the train has never 
stopped here. 

“The spirit of the Holiday Train will come 
alive even though the train itself will not 
operate due to the COVID-19 pandemic,” 
it says on the Holiday Train website. The 
public is invited to watch the concert 
instead this year.

On Wednesday, Dec. 2, the Michigan 
House voted on HB 6440, but didn’t get 
enough votes needed to pass. It’s legislation 
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that would remove public notices from 
newspapers. 

Advocates of the bill seem determined 
to move forward and are working behind 
the scenes to get the votes they need. Deals 
are being offered to some who voted not if 
they will flip their vote. 

It’s been reported that some of the 
legislators are voting to remove the legals 
from newspapers for retribution. One 
representative who is unhappy with a story 
his local paper wrote about him actually 
told a representative of the Michigan Press 
Association, “You people need to learn, 
actions have consequences.” 

We want to thank Representatives Kristy 
Pagan and Alex Garza for their no votes. 
We also want to ask Rep. Joe Bellino to 
reconsider his yes vote and to keep legals 
where they can be seen by the public, in 
their local newspapers. 

This bill can be taken up again anytime in 
the next few weeks during the Lame Duck 
Session.

by City Manager Kobylarz, with some 
revisions; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$190,084.40 and the following departmental 
expenditures in excess of $500: to B&R 
Janitorial, $1,399.57 for city hall cleaning 
supplies; to Cadillac Asphal, $609 for road 
patch; to Miss Dig, $1,880.13 for locating 
service; to State of Michigan, $1,305 for 
EGLE Fees per PA 399; to Washtenaw 
County Mutual Aid Association, $1,500 
for fire fighter training; and to Davenport 
Brothers Construction, $62,303 from 
escrow for Doane’s Landing for labor and 
material to install retaining wall, sidewalk, 
and foundations; 

e Was informed by Kobylarz that Jeff 
Weisman, who has been the city’s internet 
consultant for many years, now has a 
conflict in his schedule and is resigning. She 
said he is working in Saginaw. Kobylarz 
said Weisman is working to identify a 
suitable replacement;

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VBT board approves $2.1 million for meter system

Water System Director James Taylor told 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
that the township’s entire meter system 
is antiquated technically and needs to be 
replaced right away. 

“The system, put in in 2010 no longer 
is a functional system and the company 
is going out of business,” Director Taylor 
told the board at its regular meeting Dec. 1, 
held via Zoom. 

He said as of Dec. 31, the collectors 
will no longer be working. He said staff 
members can drive down the street and 
collect the readings. 

Taylor said the township has 7,800 meters 
and it has replaced 1,200 already, but it will 
take six to eight months to replace the rest. 

There were three major bidders and 
the low bidder, ETNA Supply Co. at 
$1,968,115, was recommended for the 
AMI Meter System Replacement Project 
and unanimously approved by the board. 

This will be paid from the Water and 
Sewer Capital Outlay budget. 

“Three months ago they surprised us and 
said they are cutting us off at the end of the 
year,” said Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 
He said the township has been buying and 
installing generic meters that have “open 
architecture” and are compatible with 
several systems. 

The present AMI meter reading system 
and meters have become technologically 
outdated and are being decommissioned by 
ITRON. The present ITRON meter reading 
system that the township has used for the 
past 10 years is technologically labeled 
a “closed architecture” or “proprietary” 


system. This means the meters works with 
one specific reading system and vice-versa. 

Taylor said in 2018, the Water and 
Sewer Commission was informed of the 
status of the reading system and viewed 
presentations from several potential 
vendors on the newer technologies 
presently available. 

Taylor said they will start installation in 
January and hope to be done by June or 
July. Installation will involve entry into 
homes and businesses and homeowners 
and business owners will be contacted in 
advance. 

Taylor also asked the board to approve 
$135,075 in optional meter items which 
will save the township money over the 
next several years. The board unanimously 
approved this request. 

Also approved was a lease agreement 
with the FCC and Sensus Meters to provide 
frequency levels for use of the Sensus radio 
meter equipment. There was no cost to the 
township for the application or the lease 
agreement. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-48- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the reappointments of Amos 
Grissett and John Hasse to the Board of 
Zoning Appeals with terms to expire Dec. 
1, 2023 and approval of the re-appointment 
of Aaron Sellers to the Board of Zoning 
Appeals with a term to expire Sept. 1, 
2023; 

e Approved the second reading and 
approval of Ordinance 11-17-20 (1) to limit 
medical marijuana caregiver activities 
authorized under Michigan Initiated 
Law 1 of 2008. This restricts activities to 
residental properties only, using 300 square

feet of the dwelling or 20% of the home; 

e Approved a special land use request by 
Jiffy Lube International Inc., on behalf of 
owner Meijer Inc., to construct a Minor 
Vehicle Service use along with related site 
improvements on a Meijer outlot. Jiffy 
Lube plans a single-story building just over 
3,000 square feet in size with four bays. 
They will put in 28 new trees and preserve 
some old trees. A small, well-lit plaza will 
be along Tyler Road. Entry and exit will be 
from the Meijer parking lot. The outlot will 
be divided because only half is needed; 

e Approved an amendment to the 2020 
amended and 2021 approved Cemetery 
Budget that would transfer $25,000 from 
the 2020 Cemetery Capital budget to the 
2021 Cemetery Capital budget. Cemetery 
improvements had been projected for 
$30,000 in 2020, but because of COVID-19 
contractor activity was postponed.

ORDINANCE 11-17-20(1): An ordinance to amend the Zoning Ordinance 5-2-17(2) as amended of the Charter Township 
of Van Buren to limit medical marijuana caregiver activities authorized under Michigan Initiated Law 1 of 2008, including 
limiting such activities to be accessory home occupation land uses in residential properties with limits on the area 
devoted to medical marijuana caregiver activities, the number of caregivers in the dwelling, operational standards, 
and clarification of prohibitions of certain marijuana land uses. The amendments will be to Section 2.102 — Definitions, 
Specific Terms and Article 7 — General Provisions. 


SECTION 2 - SEVERABILITY 


Should any provision or part of this Ordinance be declared by any court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid or 
unenforceable, the same shall not affect the validity or enforceability of the balance of this Ordinance, which shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


SECTION 3 - REPEALER 


All other provisions of the Zoning Ordinance, or Ordinances or parts of Ordinances, in conflict with this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed only to the extent necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 


SECTION 4- SAVINGS CLAUSE 


Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or any rights acquired 
or any liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or existing, under the Zoning Ordinance, or any act 
or Ordinance hereby repealed as cited in Section 3 of this Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired, or affected by this Ordinance. 


SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect seven (7) days after publication of the notice of 
adoption in a newspaper of general circulation within the Township. This Ordinance shall be immediately recorded by 
the Township Clerk in the Township Ordinance Book as soon as it is adopted, which record shall be authenticated by 
the signatures of the Supervisor and Clerk and shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township 
within fifteen (15) days of passage.

Sumpter Twp. Board 
removes job for Karen 
Armatis from agenda

After raucous exchanges and board 
members yelling at each other at its 
workshop and regular meeting Nov. 10, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to accept an agenda without a 
new part-time position for Karen Armatis 
and without upgrading a treasurer’s clerk 
to full time. 

The last-minute item to give a contracted 
position to outgoing Deputy Supervisor 
Karen Armatis was proposed by Clerk 
Esther Hurst, who said she needed help 
in the clerk’s department for six months 
on a part-time basis of 16-20 hours per 
week, or as needed. Start date was to be 
Nov. 23 with specific dates and times to be 
determined by the clerk. Pay would be $27 
per hour without benefits. 

This item was added to the agenda by 
Hurst at 11:15 a.m., Nov. 9, the day before 
the regular meeting. Sumpter rules call for 
agenda items to be in the clerk’s office by 
4 p.m. the Thursday before the scheduled 
meeting, which would have been Nov. 5. 

The line on the agenda item saying it had 
been reviewed by Finance Director Elle 
Cole was blank. 

Armatis will no longer have her position 
as deputy supervisor since Supervisor 
John Morgan lost reelection in the Nov. 3 
general election. 

Another last-minute agenda item 
presented by outgoing Treasurer Kenneth 
Bednark was to approve Erica Campbell’s 
status change in AFSCME Local 1882.14 
from part-time Treasurer’s Clerk to full- 
time Treasurer’s Clerk effective Nov. 20. 
It was signed as reviewed by Finance 
Director Elle Cole. 

This agenda item was in the clerk’s office 
at 11:35 a.m., Nov. 9. 

Employees Anna Winter and Roxanne 
Bardell spoke against the Armatis contract, 
saying it might be in violation of the 
township’s union contract. “Let’s hire 
union personnel if a person is needed,” 
Winter said, noting Cole had said there 
was a hiring freeze. Bardell said she has 
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worked for the township for 27 years and 
she doesn’t get $27 an hour. 

“The people spoke,’ Winter said 
referring to the election of Tim Bowman 
as supervisor. “Why are you circumventing 
this?” 

Attorney Rob Young said Hurst has a need 
and asked for help. It is not union work, he 
said, referring to Hurst’s written statement 
about Armatis being able to bring historical 
knowledge to the township. 

“Esther asked for it, hear from her,” 
Young said. 

Supervisor John Morgan cut in with: 
“Management has rights.” 

Young said Hurst said she has two new 
elected officials to help. 

“Accept it at her word or not,” Young 
said. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said Armatis had 
been on loans to different departments over 
the years and she has been the township’s 
point person on the Futernick lawsuit. 

Hurst verbally attacked Winter on how she 
wouldn’t take in tax money in the clerk’s 
office, though she did it in the treasurer’s 
office. Hurst said Winter said she was a 
team player. Hurst scoffed at that. 

“I have a statement. I will read it,” said 
Treasurer Bednark. 

“No, you won’t,” Supervisor Morgan 
replied. 

“I will ... Pm entitled to read this...” 
Bednark continued and Trustee Oddy 
talked loudly over him. 

“I want to speak,” Bednark said. 

Newly elected Trustee Peggy Morgan 
stepped to the microphone to say the 
election is over and, “Let’s work together 
as people elected to our jobs.” 

She said she agreed with the union 
and called the Armatis contract “union- 
busting.” 

“Give her a contract,” Peggy Morgan 
said. 

“That’s what I want,’ Hurst said. “A 
contract.” 

“This is a new position made up ... a 
piss-poor excuse,’ Peggy Morgan said. 
“People no longer want John Morgan and 
they don’t want her and it’s being rammed 
down our throats... Why not keep the 
request until Nov. 24 and take it up with 
the new board?” 

Trustee Oddy asked Hurst to tell what 
happened when Bednark came in to meet 
with her along with Bowman and his son. 

“Ken told me everyone he’s going to fire,” 
Hurst replied, adding he said he would cut 
the cancer out and get rid of it. 

Hurst said she doesn’t know things about 
the Futernick lawsuit and they could just 
lose the lawsuits. 

“She was told employees are cancers and 
listed their names,” Oddy continued. 

“Why have Bednark speak for him?” 
Hurst said. 

Peggy Morgan said that Armatis was 
not here today, “Her health failed or 
something.” She started to say more, but 
Oddy said the supervisor decides who 


speaks and she left the podium. 

“You cannot say who you are going to 
fire,’ Oddy insisted, noting that could 
bring a law suit. He said Bowman and his 
son announced this. 

“Mr. Bowman did not say this,” Hurst 
corrected Oddy. 

“You have mischaracterized my 
statement,” Bednark said.

He said the winter tax collection 
will be starting up and the treasurer’s office 
has to be open before the first of the year. 

He pointed out the MDHHS closings 
are only for a pause, through Dec. 8, and 
the time until then will go by quickly. 
The township board’s next meetings were 
scheduled for Nov. 24 and Dec. 8. 

Treasurer Bednark suggested the township 
have its IT person set up a Zoom procedure, 
which he said is pretty easy and board 
members can participate with a phone. 

“The last thing we want to do is shut down 
the township,” Bednark said. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said the new 
rules are that the township can’t have 
a meeting unless it’s virtual. He agreed 
that the township should be kept open 
for appointments only and that the board 
should decide who works at home. 

Clerk Esther Hurst said it was her 
understanding that with Zoom the public 
wouldn’t be able to chime in from the floor 
with comments. 

“It’s not an easy task,” Trustee Oddy said 
of setting up Zoom and they should ask 
their IT person about it.
